Nevertheless, the republican 
leaders are for the time being undoubtedly 
beaten, and Mr. Quay has behind him enough 
votes to defeat Cuban reciprocity, anti-trust 
bills, immigration, bankruptcy, and all other 
measures. He is in a position to dictate leg- 
islation im the senate, and he has openly de- 
fieg the republican steering committee to 
force him from this position. 

_ Quay takes the ground that the omnibus 
stateh bill has never been passed upon 
by a caucus, but that on the other hand it 
has been favorably acted upon by the repub- 
Hcan national committee. Having assumed 
this position, and there having actually been 
no caucus, Quay has been enabted to attract 
to his side some substantial republican sena- 
tors like Foraker of Ohio and Perkins of Cal- 
ifornia, who would not have followed him in 
an open vote against the republican caucus. 
Senator Beveridge and the other leaders 
who are conducting the fight against Quay 
do not even yet admit they are beaten. They 
assert that several of his republican votes 
went to Quay only to prevent action on the 
Cuban treaty, but it is evident that there 
were not enough of these men to affect the 
final result.

While Mr. Beveridge and his coadjutors 
will not admit defeat, there is a growing be- 
lief that the result will be a compromise. 
Quay will probably accept the admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona as one state and 
Oklahoma as anothér. The difficulty is, that 
his democratic allies, who believe they see 
a chance to make six democratic electoral 
votes in the southwest to four for the re- 
publicans in Oklahoma, will not consent to 
this compromise. 

It was finally suggested tonight that it 
might be possible to admit as separate states 
New Mexico and Oklahoma, leaving Arizona 
and Indian Territory still outside the sisttr- 
hood of states. New Mexico has enough 
population to entitle it to a representative 
in congress, and it also has many of the ele- 
ments of statehood, with possibilities for the 
future not present in Arizona. 

The result of this compromise would be 
probably to give the republicans two sena- 
tors and two representatives from Okla- 
homa, and the democrats two senators and 
one representative from New Mexico. This 
would be a slight republican gain in electoral 
votes, but the democrats would still have 
the opportunity of securing statehood later 
on for Arizona. This latest compromise 
scheme finds favor more than any of those 
which have preceded it. Quay would jump 
at this proposition, and negotiations have 
already been started to induce his demo- 
cratic allies to accept this solution of the 
problem. They are being told that if they 
insist on statehood for the two greaser terri- 
tories the result will almost certainly be 
a veto, and therefore that they ought to take 
New Mexico now and plan another campaign 
tor Arizona. If the democrats will accept 
this compromise, the republican leaders will 
be glad to offer it, and they will be in a po- 
wie to guarantee presidential approtal.

Both rushed to the hall- 
way only to find it filled with flames, and then, 
going to a window fronting on Oakenwald 
avenue, Mr. Irwin threw some mattresses to 
the sidewalk in preparation for jumping. As 
he turned back to get another mattress hia 
mother, who was on the window ledge, either 
jumped or fell, striking on her head. 

Not a minute after Mrs. Irwin met death 
the first ladder company arrived, and Mr. 
Irwin descended in safety. 

Thomas Stern, the janitor of the building, 
together with his wife, had rooms on the 
top floor. They jumped from the roof to 
an adjoining building and escaped uninjured,

LINE SAVES GREW. 


WAR VESSEL WRECKED ON BLOCK 
_ ISLAND MAY BE Lost. 


Thirty-three Men Aboard Tug Leyden 
Narrowly Mscape Death When Ves- 


Over the Decks and Rescuers Are 
Unable to Reach Boat for Hours— 
Breeches Buoy Used to Bring sau- 
ors Ashore—Five Perish. 


Newport. R. I., Jan. 21,—[Special.}—The 
United States tug Leyden, en route from 
San Juan, Porto Rico, for Néwport, ran on 
the south ledges at Block Island today and 
will prove a total loss, there being fio hope 
of ‘saving anything on board the vessel. It 
was only with difficulty that the members of 
the crew, thirty-three in number, were land- 
ed safely: The vessel was commanded by 
Lieut. Chester Wells and is permanently at- 
tached to the torpedo station. 

One of the worst fogs that has been seen 
in this locality in years enveloped the coast 
this morning, and ft was due to this that the 
Leyden was lost. The vessel was steaming 


ning and before the engines could be re- 
versed the waves had lifted ahe boat bodily 
and landed it on the ledges. Lieut. Wells 
saw there was nothing to do put try to save 
his crew. 


Seas Break Over Vessel. 
The fog was so dense that one could not 
see twenty-five yards ahead, and in the po- 


| sition they were there was no way of the 


steamer letting the life savers on shore 
know of their position. The whistle was 
kept blowing and preparations made for the 
lowering of the small boats. By this time the 
seas were breaking completely over the 
Leyden and it was pounding heavily. 

The boat was finally got over the side, and 
with a crew of nine men started for the shore, 
which they finally reached with much diffi- 
culty. It was then seen it would be impossi- 
ble to return to the vessel, and word was 
immediately sent to the life saving station 
and the crews of both the New Shoreham and 
“west side stations responded with their ap- 
para tus. 


20 Breeches Buoys Are Used. 

Life lines were shot over the vessel and 
Gnally the breeches buoys were sent out and 
the work of bringing the remainder of the 
crew ashore was begun. When darkness 
set in the work was about accomplished, and 
all were landed safely without an accident. 
The crew numbered thirty-three in all, the 
junior officer being Gunner James Donald of 
this city. The. men saved nothing and were 
about exhausted when they reached the 
shore. 

The Leyden was practically rebuilt some 
time ago at the Boston navy yard, and is 
looked upon as one of the best tugs in the 
naval service. It took an active part in the 
Spanish-American war, being on blockade 
duty, and figured in the capture of a block- 
ade runner. The vessel was returning at the 
time of its running ashore from duty with 
the combined fleet under Admiral Dewey. 

Although the fog has lifted tonight, there 
is still a heavy sea on, which will undoubted- 
ly smash the wrecked vessel during the night. 


Steamer Seabord Is Wrecked. 


The steamer Seaboard of the Joy line, while 
on its regular trip from New York to Bos- 
ton, put into Dutch Island harbor today 
owing to thick and heavy weather and in try- 
ing to make an anchorage ran upon the rocks 
on the south end of the island. The steamer 
was so badly damaged that it probably will 
be a total loss. The bow lies high out of the 

water, with the stern less than thirty feet 
from the lighthouse. 


Five of Bark’s Crew Perish. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Jan. 21.—-[ Special. 
The barkentine Abiel Abbott, Capt. Haw- 
kins, from Turks island, Bahamas, for New 
Tork with salt, stranded at Surf City, on 
Long bearch, last night and five of the crew 
of nine were lost. Four, including the cap- 
tain, were saved by the surf men. 

The vessel struck at 8:10 p. m. Tuesday 
night. The crews from three stations went 
to its aid. Three lines were fired across, but 
the sailors were lashed in the rigging and 
could not reach the lines. The surf men 
could then only wait for morning. At 2 a, 
m. James Brandt, a seaman, dropped from 
the rigging into the sea, trying to swim 
ashore. He was drowned. 

At daybreak the surf men launched a life- 
boat. On their first trial they were driven 
back by the wreckage when about fifty 
yards from the vessel. The mizzen mast 
then fell, taking three men down with it, 
First Mate Pierce, Seaman Frank Carter, 
and Steward Charles Palmer. They disap- 
peared in the surf. * 5 

Capt. Hawkins, Second Mate Butler, Sea- 
man Otto Boag, and another seaman scram- 
bled back on the deckhouse of the vessel, 
which was going to pieces, and floated off 
on the house. They were picked up by the 
lifeboat. Frank Lavin was picked up from 
pieces of floating planks. He was uncon- 
scious and died at the life saving station in 
spite of all efforts to save him. |

The artillery consists of twenty breech- 
loading Krupps, twenty-three mussleload- 
ers, twelve Maxims, and twenty-one other

RUMOR OF LEO’S DEATH FALSE.

DISCUSS THEORIES OF LIFE. 
Chicago Scientists Interested in the An- 


nouncement of Dr. J. F. Wort- 
man of:

The theories of the origin of human Iffe as 
announced by Dr. J. F. Wortman of Yale 
were received with interest yesterdaly by 
Chicago scientists. Dr. Wortman’s theories 
are: 
First—-A life began at the north pole. 

Second—The primatss, including apes, monkeys, 
and lemurs, who Hved at the pole, were directly 
the ancestors of the human race. 

Third—The evolution of the primates to human 
Beings took place at the same time and largely 
because pf the effect of the discovery of fire. 
Prof. Sampel Williston, head of the depart- 
ment of paleontology at the University of 
Chicago, said: 

“The first theory is not new, but may be 
correct, for we know that at one time the 


that the primates who lived at the north pole 
were ancestors of the human race seems 
wrong to me. It is doubtless true that the 
primates were the ancestors of our race, but 
we must leave out the phrase, ‘ who lived at 
the north pole,’ for.at the.time when human 
life began on the earth the north pole was as 
cold as it is now or colder, The third theory 
is interesting and prob@gble.’’.

CANAL BOARD HAS MILLIONS. 


Drainage Trustees Will Be Able to Spend 


a Big Sum for Improve- 
ments. 


1 

Chairman Carter of the finance committee 
yesterday submitted to the drainage board a 
statement of the resources and liabilities of 
the sanitary district from Jan. 1. 1908, to 
Jan 1. 1905. The figures show that the board 
has at its disposa! $4,017,760 to expend in the 
construction of bridges, dredging, and the 
widening of the channel during the ensuing 
two years. Cash on hand Jan. 2, 1908, was 
$1,429,510, and the tax levy for this year is 
put at $1,736,431. A similar amount is set 
down for next year. 

Last year the drainage board's cost of main- 
tenance was $337,004. Chief Engineer Ran- 
dolph's estimate of the cost of maintenance 
for the present year is $198,265 and for next 
year is $257,700. 

Mr. Randolph estimates that 237, 223 cubie 
yards of dredging will be done during the 
year and that 3,774 lineal feet of new dock 
will be built.

A man 
may enter a car a gentleman and come outa 
‘gavage, and though we have it on the best 
authority that a lady is a lady whatever be 
the conditions, still no woman can feel like 
a lady while she is being bandied about in.a 
crowded car- Culture has not yet arrived at 
that point when it can bear with equanimity 
the trampling of its toes, the squeezing of 
its person, or the piercing of its sides with el- 
bows. Pleas for seats in cars used to he 
based solely on the desire for comfort and 
convenience, but now they might be de- 
manded in the name of humanitarianism. 
The fatigue of the street car posture often 
proves the last straw that breaks tired hu-

SALARIES THAT SHOULD BE RAISED. 
The ‘general assembly will be asked to 
Wise the pay of the Circuit judges from 
$3,500 a year to $5,000. There is to be a 
judicial election next June, and now is the 
time for a change in the salary if one is to 
The present rate of compensa- 
tion was fixed in 1872. It was not consid- 
ed excessive then.

A CONFIDENCE GAME. 

The Appellate division of the Supreme 
court of New York says the special fran- 
chise tax law of the state, enacted when 
President Roosevelt was governor, is un- 
constitutional. ‘The right to tax*franchises 
as teal estate is not questioned, but the 
method of making the assessments—by the 
state board of tax commissioners—is held 
to be unlawful. Thedecision isnot a finality,

THE CONVERSIONS OF FOUR YEARS. 

The Methodist ‘twentieth century“ 
movement had two objects. First, it wanted 
$20,000,000. Second, it wanted 1,000,000 
conversions. It might be fairer to say that 
first it wanted the conversions and second 
the dollars. The order makes no difference. 
Both conversions and dollars were wanted. 
The dollars were secured. Were the con- 
versions? This is the question that has been 
bothering many members of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. The committee which 
was appointed to secure the conve 
raised its demand from 1,000,000 to 2,000,- 
000. This was in 1898. Since that time Dr. 
Mills has been able to report that the last 


dollar of the $20,000,000 fund has been sub- | 


scribed. But people have been writing to 
the Methodist papers insisting that spiritual 
as well as financial progress was necessary. 
What could be shown in the way of spiritual 
progress? 

Point was lent to this question by the fact 
that since 1898 the total membership of 
the Methodist Episcopal church (north) has 
not increased with great rapidity. In 1898 
the membership (official figures) was 2,898, - 
000. In 1899 it was 2,876,000, In 1900 it 
was 2,929,000. In 1901 it was 2,928,000, 
In 1902 it was 2,997,000. The means by 
which membership was depleted were three 
in number. First, deaths. Second, with- 
drawals. Third, a more careful scrutiny of 
membership records. The deaths were in- 
evitable. The withdrawals were caused 
largely by dissatisfaction with the discipline 
of the Methodist church and ¢ould be re- 
garded as a gain rather than as a loss. The 
more careful scrutiny of membership rec- 
ords, resultint in the elimination of “ dead 
members, was conducive both tojaccuracy of 
| statement and to compactness of organiza- 
tion. The question however:

Dr. Thompson of the Northwestern Chris- 
tian Advocate answers this question in the 
current issue of his paper.

INCREASE OF PHEUMONIA. 

If the statistics printed in the bulletin of 
the Chicago health department for the last 
week are correct, then pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, familiarly known as consumption,“ is 
decreasing in this country, while pneumonia 
is increasing. This condition is more serious 
than would first appear, for while consump- 
tion has always been dréaded, perhaps more 
so than any other disease, because of the 
inability of medical science to grapple with 
it, yet those having it sometimes live for 
years with comparatively little suffering, 


if the patient recovers he frequently finde 
himself weakened by the force of the at- 
tack everafterwards. 

The health bulletin makes the startling 
statement that since the census year 1900 
more than one-eighth of all the deaths in 
Chicago has been occasioned by pneumo- 
nia. It has killed one-third more than con- 
sumption and 46 per cent more than diph- 
theria, erysipelas, influenza, measles, puer- 
peral fever, smallpox, typhoid fever, and 
whooping cough combined. During the first 
seventeen days of this month, out of the 
total 1,436 deaths reported, 290, or more 
than one-fifth, were caused by pneumonia, 
which is also a considerable increase over 
the same period of last year. 

What is true of health conditions in this 
city appears to be true of the whole coun- 
try. Dr. Reynolds calls attention to the 
vital statistics of the last twenty years, 
which show that while consumption de- 
creased from 18.21 per 10,000 of population 
in 1880 to 14.44 in 1900, pneumonia in- 
creased during the same period from 12.56 
to 13.49; in other words, there was a de- 
crease of 20.7 per cent of deaths from con- 
sumptién and an increase of 7.4 per cent of 
deaths from pneumonia in the twenty years 
past. In Chicago, for the same period, the 
figures are still more significant, as they 
show that in forty years there has been a 
decrease of nearly 40 per cent in consump- 
tion mortality and an increase of more than 
350 per cent of pneumonia mortality. 

In searching for the causes of the great 


highly contagious character of the disease 
and a lack of care to destroy the sputa 
which contains the microdrganism that is 


cause is found in poorly ventilated apart- 
ments, Offices, factories, theaters, passen- 
ger cars, etc. The report urges the neces- 
sity of ventilation and cleanliness in apart- 
ments and close localities of all kinds. Un- 
doubtedly this would hélp some, but yet 
there would still remain the whole atmos- 
phere of Chicago, which is unciéan. If 
filthiness is one of the causes of this scourge 
it is almost as easy to catch the disease out 
of doors as in unventilated rooms and dirty 
ears. What is needed is cleaning up both 


outdoors and indoors.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE PONTENOY 


ROM Paris comes the news that Wash- 
ington is about to be graced by a min- 
stress, who, in spite of her Chinese 
birth, will, according to Gallfc predic- 
tion, lead the feminine fashion in the 
national capital of the United States. The 
woman in question has made her home, it is 
true, in France sincé her childhood, being 
the daughter of a Chinese diplomat. She 
talks French without the trace of an aceent. 
and with the exception that her complexion 
has a slight yellowish tinge and her eyes an 
oval rather than a round shape, there is 
nothing to distinguish her from the native 
Parisian elegantes. ‘Indeed, she has oft- 
en been compared to a Parisienne playing at 
being oriental. She is affianced, so I hear 
from Paris, to the Siamese envoy at Wash- 
ington, and may shortly be expected in this 
country. 

According to those who know her and to the 
fashionable couturteres and modistes 
at Paris, she can give points in dressing and 
in elegance to the most artistically attired 
ot Parisiennes, and passes a8 one of the most 
perfectly dressed women of the French cap- 
ital. .I had not heard until I received this 
news of the Siamese envoy's impending mar- 
riage.

Thus, for instance, the younger daughter 
of the emperor by her act of renuhciation on 
marriage lost her precedence as the sover- 


| @ign's daughter, acquiring that of her hus- 


band, Archduke Francis Salvator, and even 
the emperor's granddaughter, whe married 
Prince Otto Windisch-Graetz, still remains 
an Austrian archduchess, though forced to 
be content with the precedence of a Princess 
Windisch-Graetz. 

It is possible that the emperor, or else a 


of Hapsburg, and likewise of the Tuscany- 
Lorraine family, may deprive the ex-crown 
princess of her titles, rights, privileges, and 
status as an Austro-Hungarian archduchess, 
which for the present, however, she still re- 
tains. In that care her name will be strick- 
en from the official list of the imperial house, 
like that of her brother, the éx-Archduke 
1 and of her uncle, the ex-Archduke 
ohn. 
There is the case of another royal princess 
who voluntarily, and without scandal, sur- 
rendered her royal rank, titles, and prerog- 
atives in order to marry the man who had 
won her loye—namely: the ex-Princess 
Pauline of Wiirtemberg, daughter of the 
late Duke Bugene of Wiirtemberg. She is 
now the wife of a Dr. Willim, a physician in 
practice at Breslau, and goes by the name of 
Frau Willim, without even the nobiliary 
particle of von.“ She learned to know and 
to love her husband when he was giving med- 
ical care and attention to her father, and is 
a most estimable though eccentric woman.

Eventually she died in obscuri- 
ty and poverty at Paris towards the middle 
of the eighteenth century. b

Quite a number of British officers cashiered 
during the course of the recent war in south 
Africa for being concerned in surrenders and 
disasters of one kind and another are being 
restored to the army and rehabilitated. One 
of the most notable cases is that of Maj. 
Lynch Stapleton Cotton, a cousin of Lord 
Combermere, who was cashiered as the com- 
manding officer of Helvetia in the Transvaal 
when it surrendered to the Boers. Maj. Sta- 
pleton Cotton, who is a man of about 45, and 
who served with distinction in the Afghan 
and Burmese wars, held Helvetia against an 
overwhelming force of Boers until fifty of his 
regiment—the Liverpool—had been killed, 200 
others placed hors de combat, and he himself 
so seriously wounded that he was unable to 
take any further active part in directing the 
operations of defense. Then. he ordered the 
surrender only because he found that the 
Boers were commanding his position from 
Gun hill, and that he was entirely surrounded. 
According to all the rules of warfare he had 
acted well, had surrendered only when hope- 


so ill from the effects of his several wounds 
that he was unable to defend himself at his 
trial by court-martial, and was cashfered 
in deference to foolish orders which attempt- 
ed to better the great Napoleon's wisdom by 
placing surrenders outside the possibilities of 
war. 


It is pleasant to be able to relate that Lord 
Roberts, who decided that the major had been 
the victim of a gross injustice, took an active 
part in his reinstatement, overriding in the 
matter the opposition of the secretary of 
state for war, who, never having been under 
fire himself, is, of course, particularly severe 
with all those whom he considers to have 
been in any way remiss in their military 
duties in the field. 

The present Lord Combermere is still a 
boy of about 16, and his widowed mother is 
a sister of Sir George Chetwynd. She was 
previously the wife of C. H. Pool of Marbury 
hall, and after her union with him had been 
dissolved by a divorce she married the late 
Lord Combermere, whose viscounty was con- 
ferred upon his grandfather, the famous 
general, for services in the peninsula war, a 
hundred years ago.
